Sufficient to Bring Subject Before 


the Public—Some Methods 


Adopted in the West. 


The increasing frequency of long 


periods of dry weather is sufficient ex- 
cuse for bringing this subject before 
you to-day. For a period of iilteen 
years the average rainfall in Pa. hus 
been a little over three feet per annum. 
When the rainfall is less than two 
feet agriculture without irrigation is K 
precarious business. 
The heaviest 


rainfall on the globe is in Judia on the 
hills facing the Bay of Bengal, where 
the annual rainfall is about forty-four 
feet, but there are times when it 
reaches sixty feet. The heaviest rain- 
fall in L*. S- is at Astoria Oregon, 
when it reaches seven feet and even 
Sitka Alaska has six and a half feet. 


Let us consider for a moment the 


rainfall of our own state. One inch ot 
rainfall is equal to 54:3 barrels of fifty 
gallons each, or over 113 tons per acre. 
In one year a volume of water equal to 
4294 tons is sprinkled or poured on 
each and every acre of our farms. A 
man with'a span of horses drawing 
thirteen one-ton loads each day could 
not supply this volume oiVwater to one 
acre by working three hundred and 
thirteen days in a year. Those of u 
who grumble when we have to haul 
few barrels of water for house use. for 
the garden or young orchard, may be 
benefited by the thought that nature 
in furnishing us with water, alone, ex- 
pends an energy equal to the perpetual 
service of a man and team for 'each 
and every acre in our farms. 


Before the forests were cleared the 


rainfall was more equally distributed 
throughout the year. As the wood- 
land has been bought into cultivation, 
destructive floods and more destruc- 
tive drouths increase, causing untold 
millions of loss in fertility and crops. 


"Me cause of this change in climatic 
londitious. this disturbance of uature'b 
orderly way, is not far tc seek. 


Thirty five years ago about twenty 


per cent of this country, exclusive of 
;he mountain land was covered with 
forest. Now less than five per cent of 
this land is in woods and the portable 
saw mills are rapidly clearing up this 
little remainder. It would be idle to 
claim that the destruction of the for- 
ests is the only cause of floods and 
drouth. The Conewago was as low in 
1S16 as it has ever been since. But the 
disturbance of the distribution of trie 
rainfall throughout the year by the 
destruction of the forests, is a part of 
the climatic history of this and o* 
every other woodland country. 


On the prairies the annual rainfall 


has been rising as the shelter belts, 
groves and orchards have been grow- 
ing. We all know how quickly the 
land dries off in a windy day and how 
Ions: the mud stays on a shaded roai.

For thia re*»ou our 
beHt winter wlieat grow«jr« advocate 
early plowing and the frequent use of 
the harrow and roller .up to the time 
of sowing. AH in the cultivation of 
corn, the ground should be stirred 
after every shower. Deep plowing in 
the fall is the rule, as it enables the 
froHt to do better work on the sub-woil. 
After wheat sowing there is usually 
enough moisture for the needs of the 
crop. 


in our hilJ country I prefer spring 


plowing for corn, and our best farm- 
ers plow sod but four or live inches 


ep. Ths harrow and roller will 


make the shallow furrow continuously 
line. Deeper plowing requires deeper 
lij.irowing, and in the case of still'sod 
there will still be holes which will 
draw oft' the moisture and prevent its 
return. 


It may be well to state, in passing, 


that the objection to fall plowing for 
corn with us is that the winter so im- 
pacts the soil that the spring rains 
flow over the surface. 


"Tearing a water-course down to the 


farm, nnd soon becomes a paying in- 
vestment in itself. 


Our state government as well as that 


of neighboring states is making an ef- 
ortto maintain forest reservations and 
large tracts of cheap land have been 
purchased for this purpose. If our 
experiment station which ;s doing 
such good work for the farmer, will 
investigate the subject of shelter belts, 
under conditions similar t > those 
which exist here and, if the results 
warrant, will bring about such legisla- 
tive action as will compel every land 
holder to maintain a wood lot or shel- 
ter belt equal to at least five per cent 
of his holding, it will do much to 
bring about the return of the better 
climatic conditions of the past.

40,000 
apple trees, 7,000of winch are in bear- 
ing ; liO.UOO peach trees, 15,000 of which 
are bearing : also 700 pear, 1700 plum 
and 400 cherry trees.

ill along the South Mountains, speci- 
ally from neighborhood of Fairlield 
away on"to York Springs. Hills that 
<vere barren several years ago between 
v'ashtowu and Arendtsville and lattei 
place and Bendersville are now cover- 
ed with fruit trees. 


The past winter has been severe on 


the fruit growers aud nurserymen. 
The tield mice during the lou^ freeze 
fei upon the young trees eating ofl 
the bark just above the ground. Thou- 
sands of trees were completely ruiued 
for nurserymen, yet the supph* of per- 
fect trees remaining is large and will 
answer the demand of the planters.

Prospects for Fishing. 


The trout season opened on April 


15th. 
and Avhile no fish yarn has yet 


reached our ears, there will be un- 
questionable sport along this line in 
this county. 


Jvext to Maine aud Colorado and a 


few other of the Western States, it is 
said that Pennsylvania can boast of as 
good trout fishing as may be had any- 
where in the United States. This 
may be specially applicable to centre 
Clinton and a few other counties 
where the streams have been heavily 
restocked recently. 


There were many mountain streams 


in Adams county, the head waters of 
both Little and Big Marsh Creek in 
which there was great sport in the 
days gone by in trout fishing and 
these same streams are annually 
whipped for the fish that gives the 
angler the greatest sport before caught. 


These streams and a number nearer 


Gettysburg were restocked last year, 
with trout among',} other fish. If the 
law would be strictly observed, such' 
fisherman taking his luck with single 
rod and line and fishing in no other 
way and taking no trout from stream 
of less length than six inches, there 
ought to be enough fish in our stream 
to furnish sport to all the fishermen. 


It is said that the weather has made 


the trout lively and that the indica- 
tions are good and that the best sport 
for the real big spreckled beauties will 
be better earlier than later in the sea- 
son. 


Fishermen aloug the Potomac pre- 


dict good bass fishing this year in that 
river. It is said that the heavy run 
of spring fish this year indicate plenty 
of bass. One offthe most experienced 
usherman at Williamsport, Md.,- says 
he looks for a good bass year. If this 
condition prevails in this county, per- 
haps when bass fishing opens June 1-5, 
there will not be the same proverbial 
fisherman's luck so much in abund- 
ance as in other vears.

PREPARING RAW OPIUM. 


How (lit* HruK In Tak«'j» From th« 


I**>pj»y and Mtulc Into Hull*.

for tl:e covering of tlie drug when col- 
lected. 
The piorcme; of the pod-! re- 


quires sr^-it skill, and unoi^'it largely 
depends the yield. The opium fanner 
and his as^Ktants each carry a small 
lance-like tool, v.hich has three or 
four '-hort. sharp pi-on^-;. and with, 
this a half dozen perpendicular cuts 
are made in each capsule or seed pod 
of the poppy. The juice begins to flow 
at once, but quickly congeals. 
The 


day after the thickened juice i& care- 
fully gathered, being scraped off with 
a small iron trowel, and the mass thus 
gathered is put into nn earthen vessel 
and kept carefully stined for a month 
or more, great care being taken to 
have it well aired, but not exposed 
to the sun. The material is now ex- 
amined by expert testers, who deter- 
mine its grade or quality, and then 
the whole is put into a large bos, 
where it is worked very much in the 
same fashion as baker's dough to give 
it the required 
consistency. 
The 


opium is now made into balls for ex- 
port; the natives wade about in the 
large vats containing the paste-like 
drug and hand it out to hundreds of 
ballmakers sitting around the room. 
Every man has a spherical brass cup 
lined with the poppy flower petals be- 
fore him. Into tnis is pressed the reg- 
ulation, quantity 
of opium. 
From 


this brass cup. when properly pressed, 
the opium ball is transferred to an- 
other man, who gives it a coating of 
clay. This gives the drug, ivhen ready 
for shipment, the appearance of a fair v 
sized cannon ball. 
TVhen well pre- 


pared in this manner, opium will keep 
its properties for fifteen 
years or 


more. 
Before it can be used the 


opium balls have to be broken up and 
further treated.—TroDieal Agricultur- 
ist
